Van Horne states that four million bushels 
of Manitoba wheat has been moved. The 
amount of wheat for expert is estimated at 
12,000,000 bushels. 

Caron and Middleton left for the east on 
Wednesday night. Caron has been to the 
Pacific coast and Middlctou inspected the 
intantry school here. 

Van Horne promised a deputation that 
waited upon him in Winni that he will 
assist them in getting Manitoba grain rates 
assimilated to those of Minnesota.

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RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENT. 

The late action of the North-West council 
in asking for provincial organization for 
the Territories with responsible govern- 
ment is worthy of all commendation. The 
more so when the composition of the coun- 
cil making the request is considered. 
It appears as though the federal government 
which held such a large share of control over 
that body had at last come to the conclusion 
to grant such government, or at least 
had felt that the people of the North-West 
were 80 united in opinion on the matter that 
whatever might be done at Ottawa it was 
not advisable to have anything said counter 
to that opinion at Regina. It is to be re- 
gretted that similar definite action was not 
taken by the council one or two sessions ago 
when the necessity was quite as great and 
circumstances quite ae favorable. Had such 
action been taken and followed up, in view 
of the fact that a general federal election has 
taken place in the interval,there is a certain- 
ty that by this time either responsible gov- 
ernment would have been granted or the 
reasons why it is witheld would be known. 
It was a plank in the platform of every one 
of the successful North-West candidates in 
the late federal elections, but subsequent 
events have shown that it was only put in 
as an election dodge. Because it was known 
that it would bea popular cry. There is a 
possibility that it is being used for the same 
purpose and for the same reason now. 
Certainly with four government supporters 
in the federal parliament sure of their seats 
for four more years the chances of any popu. 
lar demand being granted are not ns good as 
they would have been with a general election 
iminediately in prospect. 

But whatever may have been the motives 
of the council in the action taken, or what- 
ever may be the intentions of the federal 
government in the matter, the duty of the 
people of the North-West to themselves is to 
press unitedly for these concessions. The 
present local government of the North-West 
is under the control of the federal depart- 
ment of the interior, just as are the lands, 
police and Indian departments. Its con- 
struction is varied from time to time by act 
of parliament, by order in council or by the 
granting or withelding of an appointment at 
the whim of that department. The nominal 
lieuteuant-governor is really only a com- 
missioner to admininister the local govern- 
ment of the North-West as his superiors see 
fit, just ae the Indian commissioner is ap- 
pointed to administer Indian affairs, the police 
commissioner police affairs and the land com. 
missioner land affairs. To him is delegated 
power to create offices and to till them, issue 

proclamations which shall have the force of 
law, and to expend such moneys as are grant- 
ed from time to time by the central auth- 
ority for local goverument purposes in the 
mature ofa provincial subsidy, subject of 
course in all things te the orders, private or 
public, of thet authority. Powers of like 
nature delegated on similar terms to a com- 
missioner fer any other purpose than that of 
government would be all right. But the act 
of government involves the originating of 
laws as well as the carrying out of ordersand 

this is where the difficulty of government by 

a commissioner comes in. Modern prejudice 
is against any one man taking upon himself 
the responsibility of originating a law, and 
indeed against a law being originated by 
other authority than that of the pecple for 
whose benefit it is to be administered. Con- 
sequently when the lieutenant-governor of 
the Nerth- West was appeinted it was felt to 
be necessary that he should have some as. 
sistance in framing such local laws as were 
needed. Owing to the widely and thinly 
scattered condition of the population of that 
time the people were not called upon then to 
elect men to assist in legislation, and instead 
as temporary measure of convenience cer- 
tain parties, chiefly officials appointed to re- 


nl 


legislators or councillors, to assist the lieut.- 
gevernor in making laws, and to act as his 
advisors in their execution. Provision was 
made however fcr the election of popular 
representitives at the earliest date to assist 
in legislation and executive and to provide 
that when population had increased toa 
reasonable extent only popular representa- 
should be allowed to legislate. It was fully 
intended that as soon as increase of popula- 
tion and facilities of communication made 
such a step practicable the Territoriesshould 
cease to be governed by commissioner and 
should govern themselves in local matters. 
The necessary conditions were reached when 
the C. P. R. was constructed to Calgary, four 
years and a half ago, and still the federal 
government appears loth to give up its special 
authority. From its point of view the 
present system has many advantages. The 
possibilities and requirements of this vast 
region have not to be réckoned or dealt with 
as they would it its local goverument stood 
on a fixed foundation, supreme within cer - 
tain limits. The annual grant from the fed - 
eral funds due the people of the North-West 
equally with the people of the provinces need 
only be given in such amount as the depart- 
ment chooses and is only expended by the 
authority of the coiamissioner of the depart- 
ment, that is the lieutenant-governor. In 
the first place the amount granted annually 
is not nearly as large as the Territories are 
entitled to; in the next place the whole of 
that amount is seldom spent, the residue 
going to the credit of the department, not of 
the North-West; and.in the third place al- 
though the money belongs properly to the 
people of the North-West it is spent at the 
order of the department or the whim of ite 
commissiener more often asa bribery fund 
than for legitimate purposes. Tho saving— 
to the federal treasury—under the present 
system is no doubt considerable, while the 
absolute contrel of whatever moncy is grant- 
ed is a very effective political weapon. 
Again, the abselute control of all local ap- 
pointments and local offices ensures that 
provincial patronage shall always help in- 
stead of injuving—as it sometimes dees in 
the provinces—the cause of the dominant 
party at Ottawa. Although the important 
matters of education, municipal government 
and the incorporation of local companies is 
committed to some extent to the keeping of 
the council to which a uumber of representa- 
tives of the people are now admitted, the 
power of choosing which communities shall 
be represented and which shall not, and of 
altering at any moment the powers or con- 
stitution of the council gives an almost abso- 
lute control over the most minute details of 
legislation that might in any way affect the 
party fortunes. 
2ut little reasoning is needed to prove that 
the system which keeps the vast North-West 
so completely in the hands of the party in 
power is a most advantageous one from a 
party point of view, and as little to prove 
that it must be quite as disadvantageous to 
the people more immediately affected, and 
proportionately to Canada as a whole, When 
every administrative and legislative act is 
measured solely according to its party 
effect the interests of the people directly 
concerned certainly must suffer. That the 
interests of the people have suffered ig 
shown by what the council's memorial calls 
the ‘‘ill-considered and inconsistent body of 
legislation” that has been passed by it; four- 
fifths of the time of each session apparently 
being occupied in amending or repealing the 
ordinances of the previous one. Nor is the 
Anancial adtainistration any better than the 
legislation. One fourth of the income is 
spent in civil government, one ninth in 
printing, one seventh in departmental gal- 
aries and ene sixth in legislation, far and 
away & worse record than the most wasteful 
ef the provinces but only what might be cer 
tainly eounted on under the circumstances. 
It is necessary in the interests of the 
North-West that its government by a branch 
of a federal department should cease. That | 
it should be accorded a local government 
with fixed powers and assured revenues on 
the plan of the other provinces of Canada, so 
that ite laws may be framed aud its affairs 
administered with a due regard to the wishes 
and welfare of ite people. While it is gen- 
erally conceded that present conditions 
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were empowered as 


have been outgrown and that changes must 
come soon the attempt is being made to 
show that the responsible system of govern- 
ment which prevails in all the other prov- 
inces should not be adopted, on the grounds 


that it is expensive. Whether expensive or AND 

not experience has proved it to be the form 

best adapted to the spirit of the present day, NEW YEARS8’

any other system. It has advantages that 
no other system has and has no necessary 
disadvantages that are not as necessary inany 
other form. The munieipal system is said 
to be cheaper, but it must be remembered

large region such as the North-West. Under 
the responsible system some person whose 
position depends upon the vote of the peo- 
ple is clearly accountable for every thing 
that is done, or left undone. There is no 
possibility of shifting blame on to an- 
other’s shoulders. Manitoba is pointed 
out as an example of the failure of respons- 
ible government, the blame of its bad 
financial administration being laid on that 
system, But there are circumstances in the 
case of Manitoba that do not exist in the 
case of the North-West. Responsible gov- 
ernment was introduced into Manitoba at a 
time when the bulk of the people did not 
understand it, and under the management 
of probably the most corrupt and accomp- 
lished scoundrel that ever struck the coun- 
try. The many different races and factions 
into which the peeple are yet divided make 
control by corrupt politicians under any 
form of governinent comparatively easy, and 
after all matters are managed better in Man- 
itoba in many respects than in the North- 
West. In the Territories the people are 
practically one in race, interest and ambi-

believe that it would work as admirably and 
as economically—all things considered—in 
the North-West. The responsible system is 
essentially the British system. it is the 
present embodiment of the idea of strong and 
free government. It is the one peculiarly 
adapted to the conditions existing in the 
North-West, and the only one that will 
satisfy the country,

THE HAY CASE. 

Tuk sheriff's sale ef oats belonging to A. 
McLean of Clever Bar last week is a 
sample of the assistance given acttlers 
by the Edmonton & Saskatchewan land 
company in this district, and throws 
some light upon the amount of reli. 
ance that may safely be placed on the word 
of the present minister of interior. In the 
season of’85 the interior department gave not - 
ice that settlers requiring to cut hay on gov- 
ernment lands would have to pay for the 
privilege. No instructions were issued as to 
what course should be taken revarding the 
lands included in the tract of the Edmonton 
& Saskatchewan land company. McLean 
being settled near the centre of the com- 
pany’s tract, and having been there long be- 
before the company had an existence, ap- 

4plied to the government land agent for per. 
mission to cut a certain piece of hay on land 
claimed ty the colonization company. He 
could not get the required permission nor 
was he refused the right to cut. Ile had had 
some differences with the agent of the com- 
pany which made it impossible to get the 
company’s consent to cut had that been re- 
quired, and at the same time the agent had 
informed similar applicants that he had no 
authority to issue written permission to cut 
on the company’s lands, all he could give 
was his personal e- verbally. Me- 
Lean went on and cut without permission. 
He was arrested, charged with larceny, and 
fined, the fine and costs amounting to a very 
considerable sum fora poor man, and the 
hay that he had cut but not removed was 
confiscated for the benefit of the company. 
Subsequently during the same season, but 
after the time for cutting hay was over, in- 
structions were issued to the government 
land agent that the authority to issue per- 
mits to cut hay on lands within the coloniza- 
tion company’s tract rested in him and not 
in the agent of the company. During the 
same fall the minister of interier, then new 
fledged, was in the North-West, and took oc- 
casion in addressing a meeting at Qu’ Appelle 
to allude to this particular case and take the 
greund that the company not owning the 
land upon whieh the hay grew had acted ua- 
warrantably and that McLean had beon 
dealt with unfairly and harshly. After- 
wards the land in question was declared re- 
served for the purposes of the company, 
showing that it was not reserved at the time 
that McLean committed the alleged larceny 
by cutting—not removing—the hay on it. In 
view of these facts and especially in view of 
the — 7 ag of the minister, McLean 
entered action at law to recover the amount 
of damages he had sustained. He was de- 
feated, the judge holding, contrary to the 
minister, that the company did at that time 
own the land and had the right to the hay. 
Of course he was saddled with the costs. 
Now the first season that he has had a sur- 
plus over what the exemption ordinance 
allows him it is seized and sold, and still 
justice (7) is not satisfied. It is not desirable 
to argue the point here whcther McLean was 
right or wrong, whether he was treated fairly 
or unfairly, but it does not need a Phila- 
delphia lawyer to prove that the government 
which left large numbers of the original set- 
tlers at tne mercy of the company for hay, 
as McLean was, and the company which ex- 
ercised the power allowed it as the E. & S. 
land company has done in hie case, were 
neither ef them working in the interests of 
this district or the people in it; and if our 
district has not progressed as fast as others 
in the territeries of late years the company 
and the government must share the bulk of 
the blame between them.

Doubtiess there 
are other artists available of sufficient ability 
to entitle them to appear in Grip's pages who 
would still further add to the variety, the 
merit, the influence and ultimately to the 
profit of the r. Some time ago the 
World unkindly hinted that Grip was not @ 
financial success, There is such a thing as 
start ing a paper.

Grip has always been a credit to Canada, 
but Canada le growing and competition is 
getting keener, Perhaps Canada could not 
Support Grip if it was extensively improved 
and again perhaps if it was improved as sug- 
éested it would be better supported.
